41.45.030, 43.08.250, 43.72.902, 72.11.040, and 69.50.520; reenacting2

and amending RCW 41.45.060 and 43.135.045; creating new sections;3

making appropriations; and declaring an emergency.4

appropriation shall be used for the operations and maintenance of30

technology systems that improve services provided by the supreme court,31

the court of appeals, the office of public defense, and the32

administrator for the courts.33
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(2) No moneys appropriated in this section may be expended by the1

administrator for the courts for payments in excess of fifty percent of2

the employer contribution on behalf of superior court judges for3

insurance and health care plans and federal social security and4

medicare and medical aid benefits. Consistent with Article IV, section5

13 of the state Constitution and 1996 Attorney General’s Opinion No. 2,6

it is the intent of the legislature that the costs of these employer7

contributions shall be shared equally between the state and county or8

counties in which the judges serve. The administrator for the courts9

shall continue to implement procedures for the collection and10

disbursement of these employer contributions.11

(3) $223,000 of the public safety and education account12

appropriation is provided solely for the gender and justice commission.13

(4) $308,000 of the public safety and education account14

appropriation is provided solely for the minority and justice15

commission.16

(1) $600,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for fiscal25

year 2002 and $635,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for26

fiscal year 2003 are provided solely to continue the office of public27

defense dependency and termination defense pilot program in Pierce and28

Benton-Franklin juvenile courts.29

(a) The goal of the pilot program shall be to enhance the quality30

of legal representation in dependency and termination hearings, thereby31

reducing the number of continuances requested by contract attorneys,32

including those based on the unavailability of defense counsel. To33

meet the goal, the pilot shall include the following components:34

(i) A maximum caseload requirement of 90 dependency and termination35

cases per full-time attorney;36

(ii) Implementation of enhanced defense attorney practice37

standards, including but not limited to those related to reasonable38
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case preparation and the delivery of adequate client advice, as1

developed by Washington state public defense attorneys and included in2

the office of public defense December 1999 report Costs of Defense and3

Children’s Representation in Dependency and Termination Hearings ;4

(iii) Use of investigative and expert services in appropriate5

cases; and6

(iv) Effective implementation of indigency screening of all7

dependency and termination parents, guardians, and legal custodians8

represented by appointed counsel.9

(b) The director shall contract for an independent evaluation of10

the pilot program costs and benefits. The evaluation shall include,11

but not be limited to, an examination of the length and outcomes of12

pilot case dependency and termination proceedings, the effect of13

continuances and delays on pilot proceedings, and access to services14

ordered for parents in pilot proceedings. An evaluation shall be15

submitted to the governor and fiscal committees of the legislature no16

later than January 1, 2003.17

(2)(a) $165,000 of the general fund--state appropriation is18

provided solely for the establishment of a dependency and termination19

defense implementation committee. The chair of the office of public20

defense advisory committee shall appoint members to the implementation21

committee, which shall be chaired by an appellate or superior court22

judge and shall include one eastern and one western Washington juvenile23

court judge or commissioner, legislators, one experienced dependency24

attorney employed by a public defender, one experienced dependency25

attorney who acts as assigned counsel for dependency and termination26

cases, one attorney general representative, department of social and27

health services representatives, and the director of the office of28

public defense.29

(b) The implementation committee will develop criteria for a30

statewide program to improve dependency and termination defense and31

will examine caseload impacts to the courts resulting from improved32

defense practices, methods for the efficient use of expert services,33

and means by which parents can effectively access services, and will34

contract with the Washington state institute of public policy to35

conduct research on the impact of the reduction of dependency and36

termination case delays on foster care and the causes of decreasing37

numbers of reunifications in dependency and termination cases.38
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(3) Amounts provided from the public safety and education account1

appropriation in this section include funding for investigative,2

expert, or other services ordered by the supreme court pursuant to RAP3

16.27 in death penalty personal restraint petition cases.4

with a nonprofit organization to produce gavel-to-gavel television18

coverage of state government deliberations and other events of19

statewide significance during the 2001-2003 biennium. An eligible20

nonprofit organization must be formed solely for the purpose of, and be21

experienced in, providing gavel-to-gavel television coverage of state22

government deliberations and other events of statewide significance and23

must have received a determination of tax-exempt status under section24

501(c)(3) of the federal internal revenue code. The funding level for25

each year of the contract shall be based on the amount provided in this26

subsection and adjusted to reflect the implicit price deflator for the27

previous year. The nonprofit organization shall be required to raise28

contributions or commitments to make contributions, in cash or in kind,29

in an amount equal to forty percent of the state contribution. The30

office of the secretary of state may make full or partial payment once31

all criteria in (a) and (b) of this subsection have been satisfactorily32

documented.33

(b) The legislature finds that the commitment of on-going funding34

is necessary to ensure continuous, autonomous, and independent coverage35

of public affairs. For that purpose, the secretary of state shall36

enter into a four-year contract with the nonprofit organization to37

provide public affairs coverage through June 30, 2006.38
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(c) The nonprofit organization shall prepare an annual independent1

audit, an annual financial statement, and an annual report, including2

benchmarks that measure the success of the nonprofit organization in3

meeting the intent of the program.4

(d) No portion of any amounts disbursed pursuant to this subsection5

may be used, directly or indirectly, for any of the following purposes:6

(i) Attempting to influence the passage or defeat of any7

legislation by the legislature of the state of Washington, by any8

county, city, town, or other political subdivision of the state of9

Washington, or by the congress, or the adoption or rejection of any10

rule, standard, rate, or other legislative enactment of any state11

agency;12

(ii) Making contributions reportable under chapter 42.17 RCW; or13

(iii) Providing any: (A) Gift; (B) honoraria; or (C) travel,14

lodging, meals, or entertainment to a public officer or employee.15

(6) $867,000 of the archives and records management account--state16

appropriation is provided solely for operation of the central17

microfilming bureau under RCW 40.14.020(8).18

(7)(a) If the financing contract for construction of the eastern19

regional archives building authorized in section 907(1)(a) of the20

capital budget, and Z-..../01 (authorizing a revenue stream for21

retiring the debt) or substantially similar legislation, are not22

authorized by June 30, 2002, then $149,316 of the archives and records23

management--state appropriation and $597,266 of the archives and24

records management--private/local appropriation shall lapse.25

(e) Progress toward enabling electronic access to public34

information.35
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(3) Each project will be planned and designed to take optimal1

advantage of Internet technologies and protocols. Agencies shall2

ensure that the project is in compliance with the architecture,3

infrastructure, principles, policies, and standards of digital4

government as maintained by the information services board.5

(4) The agency shall produce a feasibility study for information6

technology projects at the direction of the information services board7

and in accordance with published department of information services8

policies and guidelines. At a minimum, such studies shall include a9

statement of: (a) The purpose or impetus for change; (b) the business10

value to the agency, including an examination and evaluation of11

benefits, advantages, and cost; (c) a comprehensive risk assessment12

based on the proposed project’s impact on both citizens and state13

operations, its visibility, and the consequences of doing nothing; (d)14

the impact on agency and statewide information infrastructure; and (e)15

the impact of the proposed enhancements to an agency’s information16

technology capabilities on meeting service delivery demands.17

(5) The agency shall produce a comprehensive management plan for18

each project. The plan or plans shall address all factors critical to19

successful completion of each project. The plan(s) shall include, but20

is not limited to, the following elements: A description of the21

problem or opportunity that the information technology project is22

intended to address; a statement of project objectives and assumptions;23

a definition and schedule of phases, tasks, and activities to be24

accomplished; and the estimated cost of each phase. The planning for25

the phased approach shall be such that the business case justification26

for a project needs to demonstrate how the project recovers cost or27

adds measurable value or positive cost benefit to the agency’s business28

functions within each development cycle.29

(6) The agency shall produce quality assurance plans for30

information technology projects. Consistent with the direction of the31

information services board and the published policies and guidelines of32

the department of information services, the quality assurance plan33

shall address all factors critical to successful completion of the34

project and successful integration with the agency and state35

information technology infrastructure. At a minimum, quality assurance36

plans shall provide time and budget benchmarks against which project37

progress can be measured, a specification of quality assurance38

responsibilities, and a statement of reporting requirements.

(7) A copy of each feasibility study, project management plan, and3

quality assurance plan shall be provided to the department of4

information services, the office of financial management, and5

legislative fiscal committees.
